Board. 

A meeting of the Sanitary Board was 
held yesterday, Hon.DeJ. M. Atkiqson 
(President) presided, anduhere were alas 
prevent : Hon, W. Chatham (Vi Presi- 
dent), Hon. A. W. Browin (Rogistrar- 
General), Mr Lau Chu Pak, Mr Fung Wa 
Chun; Colonel W. E, Webb, R.A M.C 
Hon. H. E. Pollock, KC, ; Mr 
Hewett; Mr A, Rumjahn; Dr W. W. 
Pearso, Medical Ofticor uf Health ; Dr B. 
Barnett, A-sistant Medicul Ollicer of 
Health ; Mr G. A. Woodcock (Secretary) 
and Mr T. A. Unnmer (Assistant Secre- 
tary).

THE DRAINAGE SYSTEM 


: Mr. Chadwick's Boheme: for 
‘Ventilation of hewers. | - 

The-subject of the ventilation of sewors 
came before yesterday's mosting of the 
Sanitary Board. : : 

Correspondence ‘relative to the existing 
drninago system in Hongkong haying been 
circulated among the members, . 

Mr A. Rumjabn minuted that, no harm 
need be apprehended by abolishing the in- 
teresting trap system now in togue, as the 
gas from the street end house sewers will 
be so greatly diffused and diluted with the 
atmosphere through the numerous ventila. 
ting pipes now found in every aécond or 
third building a8 to make the noxious 
smell, if any, inappreciable. As atated in 
Mr Chadwick's report, buildings erected 
under the new law will not have a drain or 
sower, aud thus no intercepting trap will 
then be necessary as the sullage waters will 
pass through an open surface channel in 
the back lane, -not through the back 
yards, as hod been adopted in many 
inatances with tho approval of the Sanitary 
Surveyor in buildings recently erected. 
One vorg great advantage that will be de- 
rived from abolishing this intercepting or 
discornecting eyxtem, will bo the doing 
away of one of the greatest breeding places 
for mosquitoes, As intercepting traps sre 
situuted un n lower level of house sewers, 
mosiuitoes deposit their larvae on the sides 
of the trap. A smull piece of matting with 
gummy matter, bird lime or molasses, 
placed over the grating before daybroak 
will prove tho accuracy of this statement as 
mosquitoes will be found to atick to the 
guminy surface. 5 

Mr Chatham askec whether, in, the case} 
of hoiso druins, be was fixing intercepting 
traps in casca where they could be fixed, or 
not, If not, the ventilating pipe would act 
as. ssiventilstor for the main ewer, which 
was tn.accordanca with Mr Chadwick's 


ideas on the subject. 


Tu hia report the Sanitary Surveyors, My 
JsBryhn, stuted’S—Bofora such wsystom is 
adopted the recommendation contained in 
patayraphs 82 to 8 in tho Preliminary 
Report, on the sanitary condition of the 
Colony for'1002 should be considered. The 


drainsye bye-laws weuld require tv bo 
uiterad and probably an ordinance passed 
to make it perntissible, Many, owners no 
doubt, would object to have the public 
sewers ventilated by mouns of their private 
drains and ventilation pipes, and the 
omission of the disconnection of house 
drains which roceive the dischargea of 
water closets, especially when the water 
closet is situated tnside the house, is likely 
to prove dangerous to the health of the 
oceupiors of that house. 

Mr Chatham minuted that the mutter 
should be referred to the Board for 
decision. Trapped gullies are being con- 
structed throughout tha.city and many of 
the man-hole covers have fad tho venti- 
lated opiénings fitted in. 

Dr Pearse mivuted that the system of 
vontiluting street sowers by menus of the 
house sewers and their ventilating pipe, 
as propused by Mr Chadwick, had beon a 
great souree of dehate naimongat sanitary 
ongineers, and his views on the question 
were not generally shared by the profossion. 
In towns where waterclosets exist, tho sail 
pipes must be absolutely flawless and the 
w, c. trap always in perfect onder, In 
Hongkong there are very few houses with, w. 
oa, .and in adopting Mr Chadwick's achome 
it would be possible to exclude from it 
houscs with w. cs. With absolute certain- 
ty af disconnecting all water-pipes with the 
houses, and the exclusion of houses pos- 
sessing w. ¢8, from the scheme, and the 
connection of leads of the sewors as sug- 
gested in’ “Mr Chadwick's report, it might 
he possible,to try the scheme in one diktrict 
to begin with. The great pointa to be 
observed, to avoid danger, arc complete 
ahrenco of lenkage and non-porous pipes 
for drains. For this reason this scheme 
has not found favour in the eyes of sani- 
torians in water closet towns, na it is well 
known that houscholdera will often endure 
tehaven defective w. ¢. rather than go to 
‘the expense ‘of replacing old fashioned w. 
es, by the modern sanitary pattern wash- 
down closet. 

Dr Atkingon snid it might be possible to 
try thia new method by doing away with 
theso intercopting traps in # limited district 
of the town. : 

Mr Chatham stated that the very reason 
that caused him to bring this up was that at 
tha present time they had bacn reconstruc- 
ting tho gullies throughout the city, and as 
the gullies were now boing trapped, whore: 
asa large nuinber of them were formerly 
loft without traps, tho means of ventilation 
had deen very extensively reduced. 

Mr Rumjaln hoped they would do away 
with the intercepting traps in Robinson 
Road. He had experimented with these 
and found that thay were breeding-places 
For mogquitocs. 

Dr, Atkinson added that thore was the 
furthor objection that the ventilating pipos 
might bo just underneath the windows of a 
house. The Board should insist on the use 
of non-porous matorials for the drains.” 

Mr. Chatham moved that in future in 
constructing house drainage work intor- 
cepting traps be omitted. .. . 

E .° . Howett said .he was afraid that at 
that rate-it would be 60 years before the 
work could be carried out. :

YOKOHAMA SPECIE BANK, 

‘The forty-eighth general meoting of the 
shareliolders of the Yokohama Specie Bank’ 
was held on tho 10th inst. under the chair. 
manship of Mr Soma, the President of the 
Bank. In. presenting the report. and ac- 
counts, Mr Soma spoke of domestic and 
foreign financial affairs, and observed that 
quiet and healthy conditions continued to 
exist, though in face of the present political 
situation merchants were conservative, and 
no new onterprises wero entbarked upon. 
Notwithstanding tho general lowering of 
interest by the banks, deposits had con- 
tinued to increase, and there was much 
dulnces in thetmoney market, Despite 
these canditions,. however, there could be 


no doubt as to the gradual development 
vf the country's resources, Tho exports 
during 1903 were valued at ¥289,500,000, 
and the imports at ¥317,130,000, total of 
Y806,630,000, - an increase compared with 
the preceding year of 76,600,000. Thin 
increase was mainly due to the great export 
of cotton yarn, ‘in consequence of tho riso 
in silver and tho fallin exchange that vc- 
éirred towards the end uf the yoar. .The 
incrense was also due to tho growth of ex. 
ports in tea, copper, habutai, and coal. 
The chief cause for the riso in imports was 
the demand for foreign rice, following a 
year's acarcity of that grain in. Japan, ane 
to the increased import of sugar, beans, and 


‘wool. On comparing the oxports aud im- 


porte, continued Mr Soma, it would be 
seen that there was an excess in exports of 
over Y12,490,000 in the latter half of the 
yeur, which was not, howover, sufticient 
to make good the: dzcess in importa of 
over ¥40,130,000 during tho first half 
of tho year, resulting in an cxcoss 
in imports for the year of over 
Y¥27,630,000. At the close of Inat year, 
the necessity arose for the Government 
to make remittances fur expenditare 
abroad, and consequently exchange de- 
clined and bullion Togan to follow out of 
Japan. The stringency that act in on the 
American monoy market dnd tho tluctua- 
tions in exchange between America and 
England further stimulated the tendency 
of the efflux of bullion. 

Speaking of conditions abrond, Mr Soma 
said thero was increased trad: England, 
without any special feature worthy of note 
in financin! conditions, thuuglawing to 
the effecta of the South African war, which 
wero atilt felt in England, coupled with 
the fact that gold was drawn to Germany, 
Ezypt. and Armertea, there wai a general 
tightness, « proportionately high rate of 
interest boing maintained.
